Proclamation by the Governor. 

Whereas, the following Act, t>wit: 

AN ACT to raise Volunteer Foroes, to repel toe 
Invasion of tho State and for other purposes. 
\ 1. Be it enacted by the General Ateemlij of the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky, That as tho soil ol 
the State of Kentucky has been invaded by armed 
forces, acting under the authority of thcso-oalled 
Confederate States, thereforo,-for the purpose of re- 
pelling said invasion the Governor of the State of 
Kentucky is hereby directed to issue bis proclama- 
tion forthwith, calling outnotlessthan forty thous- 
and soldiers, residents and eitiiens of Kentucky, 
between the agos of eighteen and forty-five years, 
to be mustered into too service of this Coinmon- 
woalth for any term of service notices than twelve 
months nor more than three years, from the time 
they were mustered Into service, unless soonoi 
discharged. 

\ 2. That the Governor be, and ho is hereby, 
authorised, In order to raise said force, to accept 
of the services of any volunteer companies wbo 
shall, within three months from the date of bis 
proclamation, tender their services; and he shall 
commission for that purpose all officers duly oleot- 
ed by the companies aforesaid, necessary and pro- 
per for the command of such volunteers. 

\ 3. That all volunteer officers, non-commls- 
sioncd offlcers, musicians, and privates, whose ser- 
vice may be tendered and accepted under the pro- 
visions of this act, shall be mustered into service, 
at such places of rendezvous in tho Congressional 
District fn which they volunteer, as the General in 
the field shall appoint by his orders, and when so 
mustered Into sorvico shall bo then and there 
entitled to receive in advance one month's 
pay, to be taken and considered as part of their 

i i. That the Governor be also authorized to 
accept the services of fifteen hundred men, in ad- 
dition to the forty thousand men provided for by 
this act, one thousand to be used as sharp shoot- 
ers and scouts, and five hundred to be used as 
horsemen and scouts, tboy furnishing tbeir own 
horsos: Provided, That no person shall be accept- 
ed in this arm of tho service unless his skllll and 
cajmcity have been tested by the General in com- 
mand, or such officer as ho may detail for that 
pnpposo: And provided aleo, That such person 
shall receive fivo dollars per month of extra pay. 

\ 6. That eaoh horseman for the service of bis 
horse shall roceive five dollars per month; and In 
case his horso is killed by the enemy, be shall be 
paid the value of the horse, not exceeding one 
hundrod and fifty dollars. 

g 7. That tho oommander in the field may or- 
ganize individuals who tender themselves into 
companies, and such companies as may tender 
themselves into squadrons, battalions, and regi- 
ments, nnd permit them to elect thoir officers, who 
shall, when so elected, be commissioned by the 
Governor on the certificate of tho General com- 
manding. 

I 8. That the Governor is authorized to accept 
the services of squadrons, Battalions, and regi- 
ments, when tendered as sueh, and commission 
the officers elected by tho squadrons, battalions, 
and regiments so organized. ' The cleotion of offi- 
cers by any company, battalion, squadron or reg- 
iment, shall be snperintended and eonduoled bj 
any justice of the peace or judge of the county 
court who may be called on for that purpose, apd 
suchjustice or judge shall certify to the military 
board the nnmes of the officers elected, and for 
what office each is elected and thereupon said 
board, if thoy approve tho proceedings, ihall cer- 
tify to the Governor the names of the officers 
elected, and what office they have been respective- 
ly elected to fill, who shall issue commissions in 
conformity to such certificate. 

\ 9. That the commanding General shall be on- 
titled to appoint and employ such staff officers, 
and with such rank, as the Inspector General is 
empowered to appoint by the 14th section of tbe 
3d article of tbe act, entitled "an act for the bet- 
ter organization of the Kentucky militia," ap- 
proved March 5, I860; and he aball have the au- 
thority oonferred on said Inspector General by 
the tub, 11th, and 12th sections of said article oi 
said act. 

\ 10. The troops raised under this act shall be 
organized into squadrons, battalions, regiments, 
brigades and divisions, and have tbe same num- 
ber of officers for each squadron, battalion, regi- 
ment, brigade and division, as are allowed in the 
army of the United States, and shall receive the 
same pay and rations as are allowed tbe troops of 
the United States of the same rank and grade. 
When brigades and divisions are formed, out of 
the troops so raised, they shall be officered accord- 
ing to existing laws. 

£ 11. This act to be of force from its passage. 

Has this day been passed by both bouses of the 
General Assembly of tho Commonwealth of Ken- 
tucky, the Governor's objections thereto to the 
contrary notwithstanding, and is therefore the law 
of tho land. Now, thereforo, I, do hereby issue 
this, my proclamation, commanding all officers 
and citizens of this State to render obedience to 
all the requirements of said above recited act.

of the entertainment. Our Consul, Mr. 
Morse, made a most eloquent speech. Mr. 
Bell, the builder of the Warrior, Mr. Glad- 
stone, and a distinguished gentleman from 
Georgia, who recently left that State for his 
Union sentiments, and several other gentle- 
men joined in the animated debate between 
(ha English, the Scotch, and the Americans. 
Mr George Francis Train, whose strong 
Union sentiments have so often been record- 
ed in these columns, created some excite- 
ment by his attack on England's unmanly 
course in this ungodly rebellion, and some 
of his strictures were emphatically denied 
by some of the gentlemen present — the chair- 
man especially — who asserted that he knew 
there was the most friendly feeling in this 
country toward America. 

Some extracts from Mr. Train's speech will 
show the warmth of this debate: 

Mr. Chairman — You are an old friend of 
mine, and knowing me so well, I am surpris- 
ed that you call me upon Btreet railways 
when the American question ia on the table. 
(Hear.) 1 admit I am good for a speech on 
that or any other topic, but to night I in- 
tend to sink the shop and talk the Senate 
chamber — suffice it to know that my success 
is complete. (Hear and cheers.) I have 
run the gauntlet, with all kinds of weapons 
aimed at me, but have passed the Manassas 
Gap of English conservatism and introduced 
a carriage for the people — (cheers) — with 
colors flying and lots of money still in the 
treasury. (Hear and laughter.) But no 
more of that, let me talk on America. 1 
thank you, Mr. Wood, and you, gentlemen, 
for your good wishes for peace, but we want 
no peace. You say England is with us, I 
know that she is against us, and has been 
from the first. (No, no.) I sny yes, yes — 
aud the question is, how much plain talking 
can you stand from a man who loves his 
wife, his children and hisGod, but who loves 
his coifntry more than all — (loud cheers) — 
for a man without a country id unworthy of 
wife and children, and poor God-forsaken 
devil, he had better die — (hear, hear) — and 
this, gentlemen, is what England has recom- 
mended. (jNo.) 

England s neutrality has already cost five- 
thousand lives. She has made a great mis 
take, and three mouths hence she will ac- 
knowledge it. Will you let me speak my 
mind? (Yes.) Now, 1 beg of you, gentle 
men, uot to get excited when 1 tell you a tew 
startling facts to prove how unwise, how un 
generous, how dangerous has been England's 
Bo-called neutrality on the American ques 
tioD. 

England's sympathies are with, nnd have 
been with the South, not out of hate to the 
North, but hecauseahe wished to see us break 
in two. [No.] When a man is very ill it is, 
to say the least of it, bad taste to go and order 
all your mourning, for perhaps he may get 
well again, and how surprised he would be to 
see the notices of his death which were pre- 
pared. England's neutrality consists in stand- 
tog on the platform and cheering the rebels 
on. Read the Secession organs of the coun- 
try. Secession organs, did 1 say? There are 
no others save the Daily News, the Star, the 
Liverpool Post, and two or three more jour- 
nals— the rest all have flags flying and can nous 
booming to aiimulate tr.ason on to murder. 
The press leads the way. The Cabinet would 
declare war at once if it dared ; and I am not 
sure but what the Mexican intervention is war 
in disguise. Read the speeches of mem bare of 
Parliament to their constituents. You find 
ihein Secession to the backbone. Is there 
any question about Lindsay's language, or 
Captain Jarvis, or Bulwer Lytton? I like 
Rulwer for his frankness and his honesty, 
lie is no hypocrite. He talks as he thinks, 
and says he hopes the country will not only 
break-up in two, but in four pieces! It is 
already loo poweritil, and its growth should 
be checked. England's neutrality consists 
in giving all her sympathy to the rebels. 
Suppose you and I, Mr. Chairman, were 
friends ot forty years acquaintance, and 
some night on the highway a burglar tries 
to assassinate you alter having stolen your 
money, would you not think it almost out of 
(he pale of humanity in this civilized age to 
have me remain neutral ? or, -what is worse, 
to hear mc cheer the tbiel' on in his bloody 
work? (Chairman — It is not a fair Analo- 
gy.) Analogy or not, that is England s po- 
sition today toward America. (No, no.) 
Ere many months you may have revolution 
in this garden islaud — the revolution that 
arises froma starving population — for ia there 
not unmistakable signs of a corn (amine 
in Ireland and a cotton famine in England ? 
Suppose such to happen, and class should 
be arrayed against class, would you not think 
it damnable tor America to join the rebels, 
nnd cry lustily for the destruction of this 
proud cation, as England is continuing to 
cry for America's ruin. [Hear, hear, and 
no] 

Here are the facts I wish to make known. 
The South has always been the enemy of 
England, as the North has been her friend. 
(Hear, and true.) Every actof hostility has 
emanated from that quarter. Look along 
our history's page. What was the non-in- 
tercourse act previous to the last war but a 
Southern institution? Was not the embargo 
act and the War of 1812 itself a Southern 
institution? The whole North was against 
it, and the Hartlord conventionitea, to this 
day, are subjects of derision by the South- 
erners for the sympathy New England show- 
ed for Old England. (Hear, and cheers.) 
What was the high taritFact, the twenty-five 
cents a yard duty on cotton, of 1816. but a 
Southern institution? All New England 
voted against Mr. Calhoun's American sys- 
tem. It was the same in )S20and 1824; but 
the South having passed their high tariff, 
the North showed its enterprise by putting 
up cotton mills, and it was not for some vears 



mighty associations. [Cheers.] We loved 
to mixed our history and lose it even in i 
yours. [Cheers.] We loved your Christian , 
Queen, and showed all these things in the i 
warm and honest reception we gave her son. 
[Loud cheers.] All this was in the North, 
but when he crossed the border into the slave 
country, he hastened away quickly for fear 
of repeated insult! Yes, gentlemen, it was 
in the capital of the so called Confederate 
States, Richmond, that the Prince of Wales 
feared tiie action of the mob, and saw for 
the first time that he was not welcome in the 
land where once his anceetors ruled. [Hear, 
and true.] Knowing, then, that all these 
acts of violence and hostility against Eng- 
land came Irom the South, you can imagine 
the disgust of the North in reading the 
Times day after day, and the Telegraph, the 
Herald, the Chronicle, and nearly all the 
entire British press, encouraging the rebels 
on in their unchristian work ! England has 
made a mistake — a fatal mistake. To make 
sure that 1 am not in the wroug, I am pre- 
paring a book of opinions of the press — ex- 
tracts from speeches of members of Parlia- 
ment and the Ministry, which will prove the 
hostility of England against the Federal 
Power. 

Mr Bell asks, how could we have done 
otherwise than remain natural? But I 
maintain that you are not neutral. When 
you find two boys at blows you must not for- 
get that while you do not enter fhe ring, the 
more you hurrah for Bill the stronger it 
makes him, and the more it discourages Joe. 
You cheer one side continually and hiss the 
other, and call it neutrality. [Hear, hear, 
and applause] However, it has taught 
America one lesson — that ia uot to put her 
trust in princes [laughter] but to rely on her 
own strong arm. It has opened her eyes to 
many things, but none more important than 
this, namely, that England may war with 
Russia, France with Austria, and all Europe 
may be blazing away with the llash of mus- 
ketry, the clang of armor, and the sound of 
cannon, without America being affected. 
But when America, desirous of showing off her 
military nature, gets up a little national sham 
fight within her own borders in three months' 
time with a million of soldiers, tires oft' a 
million of rifles, discharges a million of re- 
volvers, and has her artillery booming on ev- 
ery hill — I say, when the American people, 
iu the absence of foreign war, get up a grand 
review aud kill ten thousand traitors on 
the Champs tie Mars of the Potomac, nil the 
world tremblingly stops to gaze, and all the 
world's commerce becomesderanged. [Hear, 
hear.] Europe may fight, but America 
cares not. America plays with fire arms to 
keep her hand in and Europe is pale for 
fear, for it bus come to pass that the com- 
merce of the United States with Europe 
sums up each year one hundred millions of 
pounds sterling I Stop this commerce tor 
twelve months, and million? herearo thrown 
out of employment. [Hear.] Even my 
friend, Mr. Wood, will fee! it in the absence cf 
orders from the shipyards of the North. 
[Hear, hear, and laughter.] I have listened 
with earnestness to the bold wordd of Mr. 
Morse. I meet him to-night for the first 
time, nnd I congratulate, at least our people 
at having a live Consul to represent them in 
London. [Cheers.] Wc have bad anongh 
of dead men, God knows. [Cheers ] His 
Union sentiments are refreshing. Now we 
shall have no more treason-hatching in the 
American consulates of England. His pre- 
decessor was buying muskets all the time — 
so was it at Liverpool, and so was it with 
the Paris Embassy — the flag was outraged, 
the consuls and the ministers are guilty ot 
high treason, and should sutler the doom ot 
traitors. 

No man dared to speak out until the Rus- 
sian Ambassador arrived. I indorsa every 
word of Cassius M. Clay, and wish all our 
representatives were equally national I I 
say I welcome our new Consul, and give 
him a cordial shake of the hand over his 
brave, bold words for the land I;love and you, 
too, my eloquent friend from Georgia — whose 
name shall not go into the paper.-, for I 
would not have your children who remain in 
the State suffer for your love of the Union — 
you, too, we welcome for your honest defense 
of the Union. You have astonished many 
present by your graphic description of affairs 
in the South. J knew it must be so; 1 knew 
that the Southern country was full of Union 
men, who will springaround the flag the mo- 
ment our forces land in Savannah! [Yes, 
and cheers ] Secession in your part of the 
country is tashionable ; nj wender the fair 
Southern ladies are enraged ; for all their 
crinoline was used up long ago, and they do 
not make it m the South. [Laughter.] How 
can they be out ot fashion? They believed that 
Mrs. Davis would hold levees in Washington; 
they believed that Mr. Walker would raise 
the traitor's flag on the capiiol ; but when 
the truth breaks upon thini, what a sensation 
of shame awaits them ; for it must be a ter- 
rible thing to realize that they have been the 
wives and daughters and sisters who have 
made red so many battle fields. It looks to 
me, I am very sorry to say, as though the 
rebellion was nearly dead — the war nearly 
over. [Oh.] I want it to last another year. 
[Oh. and no.J I want Europe and England to 
know us better, and another year's war will 
best explain our strength. I have a policy 
of my own. Away with tree trade these dis- 
tracted days. Let England have her own 
laws and let America have hers. You may 
not agree with me — lew people do — [laugh- 
ter] — but nevertheless I have opinions, 
and will express them, even if the distin- 
guished archangel who got put out of Court 
on a memorable occasion had his carriage 
at. the door. [Cheers and laughter.] Here 
is my platform : Take Japan and China for 
a model ; that is, live a few years by our

Christians hate Iscariot, Romans despise 
Cataline, Americans loathe the name of Ar- 
nold. So will ihe Southern pirate chieftains 
in their exile be marked with contempt by 
the patriots of the Constitution! Separa- 
tion is impossible! Annihilation absurd! 
Who ever heard of twenty millions being 
annihilated? America must change her 
policy; bo more republican, (laughter,) less 
aristocratic, overcome our modesty, and not 
be too religious about forms. America fights 
with her own men— our soldiers goto battle 
for glory, law, liberty — Europeans fight lor 
pay.

Proclamation by the Governor.. 

Whereas, the following act of the General As- 
sembly of th* Commonwealth of Kentucky, cor- 
dially approved by me on the 20th initaot, la the 
law of the land, I think proper, in the cxeroise of 

my axscuttve duties, to mafco tho came promptly 
known to tho public, as I do hereby, and I do 
hereby enjoin ajl citii*ns and residents of this 
State to be obedient to ail the requirements there- 
of, to the end that the humane and noble pur- 
poaes of the Legislature may be faithfully effec- 
ted. Th* said act of the General Assembly is as 
follows : 

Reeoluticm providing for the ptacm and quiet ef 
the c\t:*f* cj this Comnumweatth. 

Whereas, The people of Kentuoky have, from 
tha beginning, ardently desired and still oherish 
the hope that they may not be involved in the un- 
natural prevailing civil strife; that Kentuoky is 
now, as she ever has been, willing and ready to in- 
terpose her friendly mediation in adjusting terms of 
peace and reconciliation alike honorablo and just 
to all; but as her wishes to mediate and rcatore 
harmony may not avail at prosent, ind it is 
desirable that the poople in the moan time should 
act in harmony and beat pcaco among themselves, 
so that if they shall be involved in war, they will, 
as far as possible, relieve aud paliato iu calami- 
ties; therefore, 

Hesolted by tht (ieuernl Assembly »fth* Com- 
monwealth of Kentucky, That if collisions between 
hostile armies shall tako place within our territo- 
ry, that it ia most earnestly recommended to th* 
people of Kentuoky not to engage in aaid strif* 
amongst themselves on account of difference* of 
political opinions; that it is tho duty of the people 
to be obedient to tho civil authorities, and respect, 
in times of war as well as peace, all the rights 
guaranteed to every cititen by the constitution 
and laws of the land; that all good citiiens, how- 
evor they may differ in political opinions, should 
unite in protecting each other in their right* of 
life, liberty, and property, against all and every 
invasion thereof by unlawful raids, mobs, maraud- 
ing bands, or other evil-diaposad persona, and aid. 
the civil authorities in arresting all such pertone- 
and bringing thorn before the court* for trial. 

2. Reeolvcd, That wo, the Representatives of tho 
present General Assembly, hereby pledge onraelvas 
to a strict observance of the foregoing resolution!, 
and earnestly recommend a like observance by 
all the people of tho State of Kentucky.

Additional New York Volunteers. — Ad- 
jutant General HillhouBe has at last issued 
the anticipated order for the organization of 
an additional number of volunteers in New 
York. Under this order each regiment of 
infantry will consist of ten companies of a 
minimum aggregate of 83 men, or a maxi- 
mum aggregate of 1U1 men. Each regiment 
of cavalry will consist of three battalions, 
each battalion of two squadrons, and each 
squadron of two companies. The companies 
will have a minimum aggregate of 70 men, 
or a maximum aggregate of 95 men. Each 
regiment will be accompanied by eight or 
twelve batteries of artillery, each battery to 
consist of a minimum aggregate of 80 men, 
or a maximum aggregate of 156 men, and 
the pay ol the officers and jnen will com- 
mence immediately after they are mustered 
into the service of the United States.

The Boston Tran- 
script, however, makes up for the deficiency 
It says: that one young lady, a member of 
Mr. Slidell's family, went so far as to ecold 
him severely, and finally dealt him a severe 
blow in the face. 



"Mr. J. W. Anderson, from aSelect Com- 
mittee, reported a bill to amend the general 
election laws, which was referred to the 
Judiciary committee. The bill reads as fol- 
lows : 

Whereas, From the progress of the pres 
ent rebellion in the so called seceded Stales, 
it is indispensable to hereafter enforce loyalty 
to the Government of the United States— 
therefore, 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of iht 
Commonwealth of Kentucky, 1. That after the 
first day of May next, 1862, where any voter, 
at any general or State election held for any 
office" authorized by either the Constitution 
of the United States or the Constitution of 
the State of Kentucky, or any law pursuant 
to either, shall be challenged (by one 
or more persons, or any of the officers so con- 
ducting said election,) for entertaining, writ- 
ing, or expressing disloyal sentiments, he 
shall not be permitted to vote ; nor shall the 
same be recorded until be shall take the fol- 
lowing oath, to be administered by any one 
of the officers conducting the election, viz :' 
"I do solemly swear (or affirm, as he may 
prefer,) and without any mental reserva- 
tion, that I will support the Constitution of 
the United States and that of Kentucky, 
and faithfully observe all laws passed 
pursuant to each, so long a3 tLey remain in. 
force — be faithful and true to each respect- 
ively — my first allegiance to the United 
States, and my subordinate allegiance to this 
State; and that eince the first day of March, 
1862, I have not borne arms or aided in 
levying war against the United States or 
this State, enlisted or advised the enlistment 
of any person for service in the so-called 
Confederate States army, nor furnished any 
goods or articles denominated "contraband 
of war," to the citizens or army, or any por- 
tion of theConfederateStates army; " which 
shall be duly noted in the poll-book. 

2. And wherever any voter shall wilfully 
and falsely take the foregoing prescribed 
oaths at any such election, he shall, on an . 
indictment and conviction therefor, be fined ! 
$500, and stand committed until paid, or con I 
fined in the Penitentiary for one year, as the | 
jury may determine of the modes of punish- 1 
ment. 

3. No person shall liereafter act as an of- 
ficer in conducting any of said elections, un- 
til be shall have first taken the same oath — 
the same to be noted, certified, and returned . 
with the poll-books to the county clerk; and 1 
any officer of an election who shall receive, ! 
or record, or permit it to be done without his , 
dissent noted on the poll-book, shall be fined ' 
550 each, on an indictment therefor. 

4. Wherever any judicial or ministerial of- ! 
ficers in this Commonwealth, and alter the ! 
next general election, they having, on enter- 
ing upon the duties of their respective of- 
fices, taken the oaths of office respectively, I 
as required of them by the Constitution of 
the United States and that of Kentucky, be- 
/ore so doing, (and which was" intended to be 
faithfully observed by them whilst in office, 
as well as a true and faithful allegiance 
borne by them.) If it shall appear that 
they have violated the spirit and intent of 
such oaths by speeches, or acts of any kind, 
in derogation of the same, it shall be deem- 
ed a misdemeanor, and subject them to in- 
dictment, and on conviction thereof, to a 
fine of $500; (one half to the informer,) and 
to stand committed until paid; and the con- 
viction thereof shall be ground for impeach- 
ment and removal from office, as prescribed 
by the Constitution.

Proclamation by the Governor. 

Wbcbeas, Tho following resoluuons, viz: 
have this day boeu passed by both Housoj of 
the General Assembly of tho Commonwealth of 
Kontucky, tho Governor's objections thereto to 
the'oontrary notwithstanding, and aro therefore 
the law of tho land, I do hereby issuo this my 
proclamation, enjoining all officers and citi- 
zens of this State to render obedience to all 
tho requirements of said resolutions, and in obe- 
dience thereto, I have ordered Gen. Thomas L.

Wiiereas, Kentucky has been invaded by the 
forces of the so-called Confederate States, and the 
commanders of the forces so invading the Stato 
have insolently prescribed the conditions upon 
which they will withdraw, thus insultiug the dig- 
nity of tho State by demanding terms to which 
Kentucky cannot listen without dishonor; there- 
fore, 

1. Be it resolved by the General Assembly of the 

Commonwealth of Kentucky, That the invaders 
must be expelled; inasmuch as there are now in 
Kontucky Federal Iroops assembled for the pur- 
pose of preserving the tranquility of the Stato, 
and of defending and protecting the people of 
Kontucky in the peaceful enjoymont of their lives 
and property, it is— 

2. Further resolved. That General Robort An- 
derson, a native Kcntuckian, who has beon ap- 
pointed to the command of the Department of 
Cumberland, be requested to take instant com- 
mand, with authority and power from this Com- 
monwealth to call out a volunteer force in Ken- 
tucky for the purpose of repelling the invaders 
from our soil. 

3. /f«o*t;«d,.Tbat in using the means which 
duty and honor require shall be used to expel the 
invaders from the soil of Kentucky, no citizen 
shall bo molested on account of his political opin- 
ions; that no citizens' property shall betaken or 
confiscated because of such opinions, nor shall any 
slave be sot free by any military commander, and 
that all peacoable citizens and their families arc 
entitled to, and shall receive tho fullost protection 
of tho Government in tho enjoyment of their 
lives, their liberties and their property. 

4. Resolved, That His Excellency, the Governor 
of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, be requested 
to give all the aid in his power to accomplish the 
end desired by these resolutions, and that he call 
out so much of the military force of the State un- 
der his command, as may be neoossary therofor, 
and that he place tho same under the command of 
Gen. Thomas L. Critteddcn. 

5. Rteolved, That the patriotism'of every Kcn- 
tuckian is invoked, and is confidently relied up- 
on to give active aid in the defense of the Com- 
monwealth.

Proclamation by the Governor. 

WHEREAS, certain arms belonging to the 
State of Kentucky, intended for distribu- 
tion to the Home Guards, in counties of the First 
and Second Districts, under an allotment made by 
the Military Board, were lately siezed by lawless 
persons, and taken awuy lrom their place of do- 
posit in Mayfiold; and it being reported to me 
that a portion of said xrms havo been distributed 
among individuals in Fulton county, contrary to 
law and the authority of the MiliLiry Board; and 
said Military Board having passed the following 
order: 

Militabt Boaed, Frankfort August 1, 1861. 
On motion of Gen. Dudley — 
. Resolved, That bis Excellency, the Governor, 
be requested to take such steps as ho may think 
best calculated for the recovery of the public arms 
forcibly taken from Mayfiold, and oarrtod to Ful- 
ton county.

Now, therefore, I, BERIAH MAGOFFIN, Gov- 
ernor of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, do 
now issuo this my proclamation, commanding ev- 
ery citizen or other person within tho jurisdiction 
of this State, having in his possession any arms 
or munitions thus unlawfully seized as abovo 
stated, forthwith to deliver up tho oamo to the 
Judge of the Country Court of the county in whioa 
he residos, to be returned by said Judge to the 
State Arsenal at Frankfort; and I make this ap- 
peal to the loyalty of such citizens in good fails, 
believing that they will promptly manifest such a 
signal proof of their fidelity to the laws and au- 
thorities of the State; at the same time warning 
nil concerned that if this order be not promptly 
obeyed, my duty will reqtfire the most vigorous 
enforcement of the laws against all disobedient 
offenders.
